Her Reply to Bulgaria Awaited With 
Grave Concern. 


FIRM ATTITUDE OF THE BALEAN STATE 
IN THE CHADOUINE AFFAIR. 


Appalling Suffering In the Famine Dis- 
tricts of Russia—M. De Maupassant 
Wildly Insane — Minister Lincoln 
Laughs at the English Estate Delusion

pans, Jan. 6.—The action of the French 
Government, now that the petty Balkan State 
nas in effect refused to grant its demands, is 
eagerly awaited, The exchange of notes be- 
tween the powers is actively proceeding. It 
is stated here that Bulgaria has sent copies 
of her reply to the French demands to Eng- 
jand, Austra, Italy and Germanhy. it has 
been learned that Bulgaria’s note is yvolumi. 
nous. It gives in detall all the points of Bul- 
garia’s defence of her actionin expelling M. 
Chadoulne from the country. It claims that 
the conduct of M, Chadouine, which it char- 
acterizes as intolerable, was brought tothe 
notice of M. Lanel last November. M. Lanel 
wasthen asked toinform the French Gov- 
ernment as to the state of the case, and as to 
thejntention of Bulgaria to expel M. Chad- 
oulneif he continued in his objectionable 
course. 

The note cites precedents showing that 
several Russians, one Greek and two French- 
men had been expelled from the country. 
These two Frenchmen, the note says, were 
expelled without Bulgaria previously advis- 
ing France of her action and the latter power 
had made no protest against their expulsion. 

The note concludes by declaring it cannot 
be admitted that Bulgaria is bound to prac- 
tically abdicate her powers, as she would 
have done had she previously communicated 
to the French Consul or to M, Chadouine the 
order for the expulsion of M. Chadouine, 
thus enabling him to take refuge in the 
French Consulate. ‘J 

The note expresses the hope that France 
will be actuated by feelings of justice; that 
she will reconsider her decision and that she 
will again establish friendly relations with 
Bulgaria.

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STARVING RUSSIANS, 


BUFFERING FOR FOOD IN THE FAMINE DISTRICTS 
ON THE INCREASE. 


Warsaw, Jan, 6.—A correspondent mdking 
mh tour of the famine districts of Toula 
Writes 

The wealthier land owners keep away from 
their estates, leaving the entire burden of 
helping the shiftiess peasantry upon the 
poorer gentry, who are little better off than 
the starving. Careful Msts that have been 
prepared of the stores of each family show 
many instances where a peasant with six 
children has only 180 poods of grain to last 
through the winter. Thereisa general fear 
that the famine will recur, leaving Russia in 
A stite of national bankruptcy. In the mean- 
time ald from the Zemstvoes is visionary. The 
chiel rellance is placed. in the Red Cross 
society. In the first meeting of the 
localbranch of the society it was disclosed 
thatthe sum of £110 had been subscribed for 
A district having 838,000 people verging on 
starvation. Many million roubles have gone 
into the coffers of the Central Committees of 
the society In St. Peterburg and Moscow and

BY MINISTER LINCOLN. 
Lonpon, Jan. 6.—The Hon. Robert L. Lin-

When Mr. Lincoln was 
informed of the object of the interview he 
laughed heartily and said: 

**This is modest. The estate is usually 
valued at £15,000,000. We get these state- 
ments and inquiries continually, We bavea 
printed reply which we post to all such in- 
quirers. The Elliott story is absolutely un- 
true,’’ 

THE POPE AND FRANCE.

THE HUNGARIAN DIET—PANAMA 
CANAL INVESTIGATION. 

Bupa Prestu, Jan. 6.—Emperor Francis 
Joseph has dissolved the Hungarian Diet. 
In closing the session His Majesty said he 
was gratified that Hungary had re-estab- 
lished her financial equilibrium from her 
own resources. The reiationsof the Mon- 
archy with foreign powers were of the 
most friendly nature and afforded the 
best guarantee for the maintenance of 
peace. The new treaties between Austro- 
Hungary and Germany and Austro-Hungary 
and Italy would strengthen the political 
alilance between those countries and would 
respond to the universal desire for peace.

Kansas Assassins Sworn to Take Judge 
Botkin’s Life. 


TROOPS FROM TOPEKA ON THE WAY TO 
SEWARD COUNTY. 


The Attack on Sheriff Dinn and His Dep- 
uties and the Murder of the Brave Of- 
ficer—Botkin Proceeds to Hold Court, 
Surrounded by an Armed Escort— 
Stevens County Vendetta. 


ARKALoN, Kan., Jan. 6, 3 p. m.—Every- 
thingisina high fever of excitement yet 
this morning over the atrocious murder of 
Sherif Dunn + yesterday. Judge  Bot- 
kin spent the night here and is in 
town now arranging to go to Springfield to 
open court. Adjt.-Gen. Roberts with United 
States troops wiil arrive here to-dar 
at 5:30 and will at once proceed to 
Springfield to vigorously push the matter of 
bringing the murderous mobsto justice. A 
body of armed citizens will accompany Judge 
Botkin in a few minutes and there is no tell- 
ing what the result will be. Warrants are 
now out for the arrest of thirty men and 
theré troublous times are expected. 
Under Sheriff Larabee is now in possession of 
the warrants and will begin the work of 
making the arrests to-day. 

That there will be resistance no one doubts. 
The partjes for whom the warrants are out 
number among them some desperate men, 
who belong to the cow- boy period of civiliza- 
tion in Southwestern Kansas. They are men 
who delighted to be known as friends and 
intimates of the Wild Bills and the Luke 
Shorts, whose lawless records are matters of 
Kansas history and have filled the columns 
of Eastern newspapers. 

There are fears that Judge Botkin may be 
assassinated on the bench. A score of men 
have publicly proclaimed that he shall dle, 
to avenge the death of Sam Wood, for whose 
killing the Woodsdale faction hold him re- 
sponsible. Judge Botkin has been urged to 
await the arrival ofthe troops from Topeka, 
but he has resolved to go with the volunteers 
who are ready to accompany him. 

Judge Botkin sends the following letter to 
Mrs. Dunn to-day: 

AR KALOKX, Kan., Jan. 6, 1892. 


DEAR Mrs. DUNN—The arrow that has so crueily 
parees your heart also entered mine. Your iate 

usband was my true and often tried friend. He 
faced the whole mob of nearly thirty men and fought 
until hitinthe right shoulder, then turning to Joe 
Larabee he smiled and said: ‘‘doe, they have hit 
me,’’ and then firing again at his m.:irderers, he said 
to Joe and Mr. 8. P. Larabee,Under Sheriff: ** Boys 
that bullet will kill mein half a minute. Get out ot 
here if you can and tell the Judge ’tis good to die for 
one’s friends.’* I would that word of mine might 
console you in your grief.

BOTKIN’S NERVE. 


HE WILL HOLD COURT IF HE 18 NOT KILLED 
EN ROUTE TO SPRINGFIELD. 
Jan. 6.—Judge Theo- 
dosius Botkin has declared that he will 
open the District Court of Seward 
County at Springfield if he is not killed on the 
way to the Court-house. This place is seventy 
miles away from the seat of war. Springfield, 
where trouble is most expected, is nearly 
twelve miles from a telegraph office. 
Adjt.-Gen. J. O. Roberts of Topeka passed 
this place at 10 o’clock this morning with 
two companies of the State militia, number- 
ing seventy-fiVe men, all well armed 
and provided with four days’ 
rations, A cold storm was on 
last night and the prospects for a comforta- 


ble campaign are not good. There are no 
hotel accommodations at Springfield and the 
soidiers will go into camp on the bleak 
rairie with the north wind blowing forty 
nots an hour. 

It is probable that one company will pro- 
ceed -to Woodsdale, a stronghold of the 
ambushers, forty miles west of Spring- 
field, to-morrow morning. The Adjutant- 
General declares that the presence of the 
soldiers is to prevent bloodshed rather than 
to causeit,and greatcare will be taken in 
proceeding against the two towns.

THE ASSASSINS’ WORK. 


METHODS OF THE STEVENS 
COUNTY FACTIONS. 

ToPrEeKA, Kan., Jan. 6.—The assassins of the 
Woodsdale faetion in the Stevens County 
vendetta are close on thetrail of Judge Bot- 
kin. And although a military force has been 
dispatched tothe scene of yesterday’s cow- 
ardly attack and murder, they may prove 
powerless for the Judge’s protection. The 
letest advices from Springfield, county-seat 
of Seward County, near where the attempt 
was made to waylay and’kill Judge Botkin, 
indicate that for the time being the men who 
have sworn to be avenged for S8gm Woods’ 
death may postpone their purpose. But the 
end can easily be foretold. 

This bioody vendet{a, originally confined to 
Stevens County, has spread to the adjoining 
county of Seward. Three weeks ago Judge 
Botkin was warned bya friend in the ene- 
my’s confidence that a plan had been laid 
to assassinate him on his way to open court 

it Springfeld. The Jugge was inclined to 
tc lightly upon the subject until day before 
yesterday, when he was again warned, Then 
precautions were taken; Sheriff Dunn, Sher- 
iff-elect Guyman and four deputies came 
to the honse where the Judge was, 
which is about three miles from 
Springfield. It was learned that an ambus- 
cade would be laidina ravine through which 
the Judge must passon his way into town. 
Just before daybreak the Sheriff, Guyman, 
and four deputies went out to frustrate the 
attempt and walked right into a mob of forty 
men from Springfield and Woodsdale. The 
Sheriff's party did the best it could against 
the assassins, but Sheriff. Dunn, Sheriff-elect 
Guyman and Deputy Nixon were seen 
to fall. Then the rest fed for their lives to 
Springfield, where they made a report of 
what had happened.

GOV. HUMPHREY RESPONDS TO JUDGE BOT- 
KIN’S APPEAL. 

INDEPENDENCE, Kan., Jan. 6.—The dispatch 
from Judge Botkin to Goy. Humphrey, ask- 
ing for troops to put down the outlaws who 
inanattempt to assassinate him killed the 
Sheriff of Seward County and wounded two 
of his posse, reached thé Governor at his 
home here last night. Gov. Humphrey im- 
mediately sent the following telegram to 
Topeka: , 

Cot. Roberts, Adjutant- General: 

Take a company of men and go to the scene of the 
trouble in Stevens County af once. If more force 
seems necessary as events develop, order it to your 
aid. Make all arrangements necessary for transpor- 
tation and supplies. You, will use the military to 
preserve peace and to profect life and property 
where it is necessary to do 60. I will leave for 
Topeka to-night. Communicate with me for further 
orders. Act judiciously, butfirmily. It seems to me 
that more than one company wil! be necessary.

FOR THE NAVAL CADETS. 


The Practice Cruiser Almost Ready for 
Launching. 


NEw YORK, Jan. 6.—¥or several years past, 
in fact ever since the Dullding up of the new 
navy and the conseq@gent substitution of 
steam and the coalwhip for sails and their 
tacks and sheets, the matter of havinga 
steamer for the useof the naval cadets has 
been discussed. Heretofore it was considered 
that seamanship of the rfight kind coulda be 


learned aboard of a ship depending upon sail 
power alone, but a new Order of seamanship 
and, according tothe most advanced are 
ers, a higher order—in spite of the dotfig 
away with royais and other lofty kites—has 
come into vogue, anda vessel was required 
to answer the conditions, 

Accordingly plans were made fora craft 
with clipper bow, more or less head booms 
and a clipper stern, with but moderate horse- 
power to propel her. 

The probabie name tobe gelected for the 
vessel willbe Bancroft, in Ronor of George 
Bancroft, who was Segfetary of the Navy 
when the Naval Academy was first started 
and towhom much of the solid foundation 
upon which it restsis due. Sheisa craft of 
838 tons displacement, which shows her to 
be smaller than the Petrel.. Her length Is 187 
feet, beam 2&2 feet and ught 11 feet 6 
inches. In other words, sHeis the smallest 
of the vessels of the new navy. 

As she lies on the stocks [the shipyard of 
Samuel L. Moore & Sons at Elizabethport, N. 
J., and one goes up the gantgplank to bdéard 
her, the first thing that @f€tracts the eye is 
the sponson. This isa ; e given tothe 
rounded platform that. swelis from. the 
side and in which the four-inch rifies of her 
main battery are mountéd. There are four of 
these, twooneach side, abaft the break of 
the forecastie and forward ofthe break -of 
the poop-deck. The curved lines that join 
these spensons to the ship’s side are ex- 
tremely graceful, andare the design of Chief 
Draughtsman Sattler of the Hull Depart- 
ment, who has here, as elsewhere,, intro- 
duced several changes in details that are 
marked improvements over the original. 

Under the poop-deck arethe Captain’s 
quarters, which arein whatin former days 
was called a ‘‘trunk’’ cabin, the deck of 
whichisa steporso below the level of the 
spar-deck. The arrangement of state-rooms, 
mess-room and sitting-room is very con- 
venient, ightandairy. The spar-deck looks 
unusually full of hatchets, and as though 
there were but little room for drills except at 
the battery, still the complement isnot a 
large oneand thecruise of but short dura- 
tion.

SHERMAN’S FIGURES 


Only a Miracle Can Prevent His Re- 
Election as Senator. 


GLOOM OF ANTICIPATED DEFEAT SET- 
TLING AROUND FORAKER. 


To-Night’s Republican Caucus Will Decide 
the Ohio Contest—The Coming Man and 
Ex-Senator Thurman Exchange Cordial 
Greetings— The Old Roman at His Best 
—Political Palaver. 


COLUMEts, O.. Jan. 6.—To-night the Re- 
publican caucus to nominate a Senator will 
be held. The principals and followers of 
both contestants have agreed upen this. 
Further postponement is not probable. By 9 
o’clock this evening the matter will be set- 
tled. Thecaucus will meetats. There will 
be*93 votes in the caucus, namely, 21 Senators 
and 72 members of the House. . 

The Sherman forces gave out last night a 
list of fifteen Senators pledged to Sherman, 
which the papers print this morning. They 
intended to give a roster of Sherman ad- 
herents in the House, but for some reason 
withheld it. They claim forty-two surely 
and forty-five possibly in the House. Add to 
this the fifteen Senators, and it would give 
Sherman on joint ballot fifty-one to sixty, a 
majority of twenty-one to twenty-seven. 
These figures are the extreme claim of Sher- 
man enthuslasts. 

The Foraker figuresare not given by his 
supporters. They only say he has a chance 
yet. No dispassionate observer here be- 
lieves Sherman will get fewer than fifty-two 
votes, which would give him a majority of 
eleven votes. Foraker hangs his greatest 
hope on a secret ballot. Sherman insists on 
an open bDallot, in accordance with all prece- 
dents in the caucus for the election of Repub- 
lican Senators. Foraker was suspected of 
securing pledges of votes fora secret ballot. 
This was offset last night by the procurement 
by Sherman of written pledges from a major- 
ity of the caucus in favor of an open Daliot. 
It does not seem likely that anew precedent 
in this matter will be established, Yester- 
day Dunn of Morgan County and Daugherty 
of Fayette County, whohave been non-com- 
mittal, declared for Sherman, 

The labor convention, which was expected 
to give moral support to Foraker, reported 
last night in favor of neutrality in this Sen- 
atorial contest. 

None of the committees of either House of 
the General Assembly have been named, nor 
will they be until after the caucus and the 
vote for Senator. The presiding officers of 
both Houses are pronounced Sherman men. 
All this gives Sherman a powerful advantage 
and shows the probabilities most decidedly 
in his favor.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Jan. 6.—A dispatch 
from Rio Grande City says that Capt. Thomas 
Garza, the deputy marshal who escaped dur- 
ing the Retinal fght, has come in and su- 
rendered himself.

The 
insurgent leader has men in abundance to 
inaugurate a formidable rebellion, he has the 
support of the anti-administration parties 
of Mexico; he is well supplied 
with armsand money, and he only needs a 
foothold—a base of operations—to at once lift 
. what Is now only menace into a formidable 
revolution. 

Unless the Unitea States troops act quickly 
and decisively this point will be gained, 
There is much sympathy for the 
movement on both banks of 
the Rio Grande and when once 
set on foot there is sure to be an uprising 
that Mexico may only with great difficulty, 
overcome.

_ FREE COINAGE OF SILVER. 


ADDRESS OF SENATOR MORRILL IN REPLY TO 
THE SPEECH OF MR. STEWART. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—Mr, Morrill 
addressed the Senate in criticism of the 
speech heretofore made by Mr. Stewart and 
in opposition to the bill for the free and un- 
limited colnage of silver. He said: 


The financial instrumentalities and monetary af- 
fairs of the country are of such transcendent im- 
portance, touching not only the poeket of every citi- 
zon, buat the honor and general welfare of the whole 
yeople, that it must be conceded that they deserve 
cS be disoussed as questions of national gravity and 
not merely as partisan or campaign topics of local or 
ephemeral interest. I have no other impulse than a 
esire to be right and to speak the truth, but 
this may compel me, ip the plainest words 
to criticise erroneous and” mischievous theories and 
to present such facts an’ arguments as appear to be 
conclusive in support of the pa credit and that 
sound standard of money which would abide forever, 
andin harmony with the money of the most en- 
Hgmened Obristian nations. 
am now and ever have been in favor of maintain- 
ing both gold and silver in circulation, and silver to 
the extremest boundary that could maintain it on a 
parity with gold. It would be a real joy to have silver 
greatiy increase in actual value. I did not vote for 
the silver act of 1890, for the reason that silver bul- 
lion was neither to be paid for nor paid out in ac- 
cordance with the safer proposal of Secretary Win- 
dom and that the silver to be purchased was fixed, 
as it appeared to me, ata too magnificent amount; 
and also that a full price would be id for a com- 
wmodity which the Government could neither sell nor 

art from§to any considerable extent without a 

nancial revolution and serious loss. For the 
first time in my life 1 dodged the ques- 
tion and did not vyote against the bill, not only be-

Mr. Charles Seaport’s Horrible Experi- 
ence Witlf a Feline. 


THE WILD ANIMAL INFLICTS SERIOUS 
INJURIES ON HIM, 


He Tried to Drive the Cat From the House 
and It Sprang Upon Himand Buried 
Its Teeth in His Flesh—A Bar Used to 
Disengage Ite Jaws-—A Ferocious Anil- 
mal.

Mr. Seaport has just opened a notion store at 
the southeast corner of Mississippi and Park 
avenues.

There is a loity | 
garrett above the dancing school, which 
opens into oneof the rear rooms of Mr. Sea- | 
port’s apartments. The garret is dark and | 
leads into the deserted stables of | 


the People’s Railway Co. Mr. Seaport | 
had noticed that a great black cat was in the 
habit of jumping down from the 
garret into his rooms. He was 
busy laying a carpet Monday 
afternoon in the room which is beneath the 
opening from the garret. The cat leaped 
down, ran through a passage way into the 
next room. Mr. Seaport followed and 
made a peck atthe beast. Thecat then ran 
through a third room and entered the store. 
Mrs. Seaport was chatting with 
a lady and she hecame frightened 
atthe appearance of the beast. The animal 
was biack, jet black, and of unusual size. 
The limbs were great and strong, the eyes 
were ofthat pecullar glare which lend somuch 
to the terror ofa black cat. The first impulse 
of the ladies was to scream, aud they 
uttered a joint note of fear 
that for a moment scared the cat 
and caused him to turn about and run 
back whence hecame. Mr, Seaport had, in 
the meantime, followed after and 
at the farthermost door 
the room next the store. The 
running directly toward him and he stood in 
the way to reach the beast with his feet, 
when it came to the door where he 
was. The cat did not swerve, it did not turn, 
it showed no fearof him, Itfstopped a mo- | 
ment, it crouched atthe distance of 10 feet 
from Mr. Seaport, and sprang upon him. 
The savage beast lit plump upon his 
breast, and strove with its claws to climb up 
to Mr. Seaport’s face and eyes. 

BURIED IN THE FLESH. 

The unfortunate man saw at once that he 
must act quickly to save his eyes and his 
throat, and he grasped the beast by 
the neck, He tried with all his 
might to bear the brute tothe ground. The 
cat writhed from his clutch. It turned and 
sunk its teeth in the right hand of Mr. Sea- 
pees, The long pointed fangs caught 

r. Seaportin the fleshy partof the hand, 
between the index finger and the thumb, 
and locked together. With the left hand 
Mr. Seaport tried to otect himself. 
The cat tore his wrist savagely with its fangs. 
One claw tore the flesh from 
the first joint of the index finger of 
the left hand and lifted the flesh and 
marrow tothe bone, along the finger to the 
second joint. Mr. Seaport had fallen on his 
knees to the floor. The beast 
was fastened to his hand for 
fully five minutes when Mrs. Seaport 
entered, the first sound of the 
conflict ran out on the street 
and called for help. A cabman 
and some of the trac men on the 
People’s Ratlway responded. Mrs. Sea- 
port ran to her husbdand’s aid, and 
standing behind the cat, succeeded 
in unloosening the claws from Mr. Seaport’s 
left hand, and holding them fast 
lest they might return. She 
then told her husband to shake 
the cat from his right hand. He answered: 
*‘I cannot—pry open the wretch’s mouth!’’ 
For the rst time the onlookers 
realized the true nature of the cat’s grip, 
and the cabman seized along screw driver 
and forced the bar between the teeth of the 
cat, The fangs unloosened and Mrs. 
Seaport leaped away. ‘‘Kill the brute!’’ 
said the trackman, and he made for the cat 
with the long bar with which 
he cleans the slot. The bar was 
too weak and the cabman took up a 
heavy hammer, and slowly, deliberately 
rained blows upon the head of thecat. The 
savage beast lay with blood-shot eyes, and 
savage look. It squirmed beneath the blows, 
butat length stretched out its Mmbs and 

to all appearances, dead. 
‘ Seaport ran to a rear 
room to bathe his headin alcohol. He re- 
turned and Saw the cat striving 
to raise itself from the 
floor, In moment more it 
might have ambled from the room. Mr. Sea- 
port called the cabman and the head of the 
cat was soon beaten into a pulp. 
SEAPORT’S WOUNDS. 

Dr. Saunders was summoned and dressed 
the wounds of the injured man. The blood 
flowed copiously, and the cruel red scratches 
pained dreadfully. Theabrasure on the joint 
of the index finger of the left hand isthe 
most excruciating wound. The flesh was 
actually scraped from the bone. The hole in 
right hand is plugged with a wad of cotton. 
Mr. Seaport is able to walk aboutthe store; 
bat he has no use of his hands. 

The cat must have been a tramp, grown 
wild in the vacant loft and dismantled 
stables. Fortwo yearsthe dancing hall and 
store was unoccupied, and the People’s 
railroad has not used their stables since 
cable traction was adopted. The neighbors

It’s safe to predict thatthe city will not be 
redistributed into new wards till after the 
Mayoralty election next spring. The talk of 
Assemblymen indicates this very plainly. 
Mayor Noonan wants the wards to stay as 
they are forayear or two. Hehas a good 
organization system controlling them now, 
and he can sitin his office with W. H. Swift, 
John B. O’Meara, Hugh Brady, John Lohrum 
amd a few more like them, and work out a 
campaign likea game of chess. Naturally, 
he wants to keep the wards this way till the 
next Mayor Is elected, He wants tobe that 
Mayor or to name him, 

Recorder of Voters James L. Carlisle has 
nearly finished a bill for redistricting the 
city, and intends to offeritin the Assembly 
sooh, He talks asif he thought it would pass 
in two or three meetings, but he is too sa- 
gacious a politician to believe that. He 
is getting up the bill more ta. 
force Mayor Noonan’s hand than anything 
else. The Councll might pass the bill with 
the assistance of Recorder Carlsle’s friend, 
Councilman W, T. Anderson, but even that 
is doubtful, for many of the Councilmen are 
just as much interested in Keeping the wards 
intact asthe Mayor himself. The members 
of the House of Delegates are, aimost toa 
man, opposed to the redistricting.

FOR KANSAS CITY. 

When it appeared that Chicago would 
not ask for either of the national conven- 
tions it soon became manifest that the 
people of St. Loufs were willing to leave 


Kansas City, the second city of Missouri 
and the gteat city of the.Missouri River 
Valley. 

It was for us a choice between Detroit 
and the sister city' of our own State, and 
apart from all bias of natural affection we 
could not fail to see that KansasCity is a 
more accessible, convenient and in other 
respects better location for a. National 
Democratic Convention than Detroit, She 
can and will provide better entertainment 
for the convention than the city on the 
Canadian border. Thechief argument for 
Detroit is that Michigan is a doubtful 
State and that the location of the conven- 
tion there might help her Democrats. But 
Kansas City is in two States, the chief 
trading point of doubtful Kansas and very 
close to doubtful Nebraska and doubtful 
Iowa.

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THE DANGER AHEAD. 


If Gov. FRANOoIsS disregards the statute 
which has controlled the appointment of 
electors in Missouri since 1865, and which 
has been accepted by his predecessors in 
office as binding upon them without ex- 
ception, he will do something worse than 
involving the electoral vote of Missouri in 
doubt and peril. He will make himself re- 
sponsible for a decidedly revolutionary 
attitude on the part of the Chief Executive 
of the State, placing himself and his office 
not only in antagonism to the majority of 
a Democratic Legislature, but in open con- 
flict with the law of the State as inter- 
preted by a long line of Governors and 
Attorney-Generals, and as understood and 
accepted by the people for the last twenty- 
five years. 

With such an array of his own party 
against him, it cannot be safe or advisable 
for a Governor to undertake to change the 
settled mode of appointing electors for 
President without the consent of the Leg- 
islature and without authority of law, or, 
what is the same thing, under a disputed 
authority never claimed or exercised by 
any former Governor and derived from an 
old, unused statute, which has been offi- 
cially declared void on account of conflict 
with a more recent enactment directing 
the manner in which electors shall be ap- 
pointed. 

When a Governor decrees that a State’s 
electors shall be appointed, not as’ the 
Legislature has directed, but from dis- 
tricts and in a manner prescribed by him, 
and claims that he is only carrying out the 
will of some former Legislature as a minis- 
terial officer, the judicial power can be in- 
voked to determine what the State law or 
the legislative will on the subject is. 

The appointment of seventeen Demo- 
cratic electors.in the manner which the 
Governor has been advised to adopt, would 
not only be illegal, in the .opinion of more 
than half the Democrats of Missouri, but 
the Republicans would make sure that the 
question should be pending before our own 
Supreme Court undecided when the 
electoral votes are counted in February, 
1893. 

By following the beaten path and con- 
vening an extra session the Governor can 
save himself, his party and his State a 
great deal of trouble and expense.

He then led his wife 
into the ladies’ reception room and, leaving 
her there, came out into the rotunda to buy a 
paper. The reporter approached him at this 
time and asked him for an interview. 

‘*You must not ask me to talk,’’ said he, 
**under present circumstances. With such an 
avalanche of stuff coming down upon me it 
would be unwise to talk.’’ , 

**Will you deny this story of conspiracy? 
You must have read what Dr. Graves is re- 
ported to have said.’’ 

**Yes,’’ said Col. Ballou, ‘‘I know it all, 
but Iam not going to speak of it now, I say 
this firmly, with every desire to be courteous. 
Some time, probably, I shall have something 
to say, but not now.’’ 

Finally, as other auestions evoked no re- 
sponse, Col. Ballou was asked fora biography 
of himself, it being impressed on him that 
his character was being attacked on all 
sides. 

**Not at present,’’ said he, 
willing to later.’’ 

Col. Ballou was looking worn out and had 
lost considerable flesh since leaving this city 
six weeks ago to attend the trial at Denver. 
There seems to be no good reason to believe 
he was shadowed on the way East. He will 
remain in this city, but would not divulge 
whether he expected an indictment and 
what means he would take to fight the Im- 
putations against him. 

Some rather strange facts have come out 
here about Mr. Ballou’s movements. Tele- 
grams from Denver contained the statement, 
as explaining the lawyer’s reason for his 
hasty leave taking, that pressing legal bus!i- 
ness called him home. But the following 
facts do not bear out this statement. Among 
those in this city first to hearof the alleged 
confession ot Graves was Frank H. Jackson, 
the law partner of Col. Ballou, who came 
down town and telegraphed the Colonel at 
his hotelat Denver. No word had been re- 
ceived from. Col. Ballou that he wason his 
way homeand it was supposed that he was 
stillin Denver. The telegram was evidently 
received by JudgeiFurman,one of the lawyers 
for the defense. Seven hours later this tele- 
gram was received by Lawyer Jackson: 

DENVER, Colo.. Jan. 3. 1892. 
To Frank H. Jackson, care Ballou ¢ Jackson, 

Providence : 

Alleged €onfession an infamous lie. Ballou left 
for home last nicht. A. L. FURMAN. 

When seen to-day Lawyer Jackson said he 
was not atall disturbed by the report of the 
confession of Dr. Graves, for it would be ut- 
terly impossible for him to say anything that 
would involve Col. Ballou. He could not 
credit the story the deputiestold, andhe 
considered the whole thing a fabrication long 
before he heard from Judge Furman. He was 
not surprised that Col. Ballou had left so 
suddenly for home, for he had been elected 
ames ay 4 tothe Board of Aldermen from the 
Ninth Ward, and all along he had been de- 
cone of being at the municipal inaugura- 
tion. 

Lawyer Jackson said he was ereatly sur- 

rised at the verdict, for he had never looked 

or anything worse than a disagreement of 
the jury. 

**If the reported confession of Dr. Graves 
were true,’’ he continued, ‘‘then I should 
Say that the charges and insinuation against 
Col. Ballou were made for the purpose of 
smirching Ool. Ballou, and because Graves, if 
guilty in fact, was a coward and wanted 
company, no matter how he gotit. Emplrat 
ically I say Graves can’t say a word that 
would involve Col. Ballou in the act of that 
murder of Mrs. Barnaby.’’

f delay which has characterized Lord Salis- 
furr's conduct throughout these negotia- 
tions, and which, ifit was not intended as 
such, must undoubtedly result.in serious 
loss, financial and otherwise, to the United 
States. 

But for the lateness in the season at which 
the modus vivendi was agreed u , it would 
have been impossible for the Canadian 
poachers to make the headway they did last 
year. In this respect Lord Salisbu was 
playing directly into their hands at the ex- 
pense, of course, of the United States. His 
present attitude seems to have no other 
object in view. The sealing season opens in 
May next. By that time the outfits of the 
poachers will have been completed and they 
will be ready to sail. If Lord Salisbury, with 
his frivolous objections, is able to delay until 
then the formal signing of a treaty and its 
ratification by the Senate, he will have gone 
far toward inflicting a telling bDilow upon 
what was once a prosperous American indus- 
try anda source of noinconsiderable reve- 
nue to the Government, 

There is much complaint that seems well 
founded by the limited powers conferred by 
Lord Salisbury upon Sir Julian Pauncefote in 
the negotiation of these matters.

There is good reason, how- 
ever, for believing that the peer of this 
Government is exhausted. It would be

The Men Did a Rushing Business whi), 
They Lasted ~ They Bought Buttor a:

Constable Dolan finds Little to Levy 
Upon—Their Business Methods. 


The collapse of the wholesale butter house 
otT. Ellsworth Turner &Co., at 127 Marker 
street, Was no surprise to the other butter 
Gealers ofthe city. ‘‘When we heard that he 
was offering half a cent more for butter than 
the Elgin market price, Wwe expected somo. 
thing was wrorg,’’ said Mr. 8. F. Hudson of 
the Hudson Bros. Commission Co. yesteriay. 
‘*Then we looked up his rating wit! the co». 
mercial officials and found that he hadno 
rating at all, and then we were more con. 
vinced than ever’ that the firm 
a fraud, Dia we have any 
business with them? No, except that wo 
took a couple of consignments off their 

bands. One lot of butter !s still over in Fas: 
St. Louis now and we haven’t got it yet. No, 
Turner & Co. didn’t pay for the butter. They 
always received the butter themselves that 
there was nothing to pay on and turned the 
They were 
after bigger profits. All the butter they 
turned over to us* amounted to only about 
$100 worth. None of it came from Elgin, and 
none from Michigan. I suppose they floodea 
the whole cotintry with their circulars. ’’ 

SHIPPED TO CHICAGO. 

Mr. Joseph Hickel of Hickel & Sons, whose 
store is only a few doors above Turner & Co.'s 
vacant quarters, had heard a good deal about 
the firm, but it was only hearsay informa. 
tion, and he said that he wouldn’t repent it 
for publication. He saw very little ofthe 
men in the concern, but noticed that they 
were doing a big business. At one time they 
shipped 250 tubs of butter to Chicago, which 
was worth probably from $4,000 to $5,000. 
Turner wore a diamond ring and diamond 
pin, but was not otherwise flashily dressed, 
fle was a good talker and Hickei & Sons saw 
nothing particularly suspicious about him. 

No. 127 Market street isa three-story brick 
on the north side of the street,a few doors 
from Second street. All overthe front wall 
is painted the nameof the new butter fir 
in big black letters, with the information tha 
they are dealers in butter, cheese, eggs, 
fruit, etc. They moved into the buliding last 
September, rentingthe whole building and 
two months ago sublet the second floor to the 
Mercantile & Manufacturing Co., a concern 
interested in the manufacture of disin- 
fectants. Thethird floor remained vacant. 
Mr. Lewis, the president of the disinfecting 
company, was not around yesterday, but the 
property of the concern was being moved 
away when Constable Dolan swooped down 
on the building with half a dozen of his 
deputies and took possession of everything 
he could find, either up-stairs or down, t 
satisfy a claim of held by J. J. Miller. 
All he got was a safe, three barrels of old 
bottles and disinfectants, and a few other 
things that wouldn’t bring $3 at auction. The 
butter had all been sold, some of it herei.:

Meade into the De Gears tragedy oflast Mon-

somewhat remarkable featureto-day.Chas. de 
Gears, whose proper name was Joseph Lakose 
came here from Syracuse, N. Y., bis home, 


several years ago with fis wife, and 
they lived in a small house 
at 2821 Franklin avenue. De Gears 


was a tile worker and mantel builder 
employed bythe 8t. Louis Mantel & Grate 
Co., on Eleventh and Walnut streets. Three 
months ago he got intoa fight with aman 
in a saloon and was thrown down. 
His spine was hurt and for about 
three months he was confined in St. Luke’s 
Hospital. Paralysis setinand when he was 
allowed to go out a few weeks ago 
he used crutches, He asked for 
work at his old piace, but 
on account or his weak condition 
they told him towait,. Last Sunday night, 
while he was at St. Luke’s Hospital, Mrs. 
De Gears sent word to the hospital that she 
wanted to see her husband and he left the 
institution. 

About 8:80 o’clock Monday afternoon Mrs. 
De Gears rushed from her house with blood 
streaming from her face, and someone see- 


ing her, hurried her to Dr. Goda- 
frey’s near by. Sergt. Floerriech arrived 
on the scene a few minutes 


later, and hearing the woman had been shot, 


he ran to the house. In the sitting 
he found Mr. De Gears lyin & 
on his back and his  ileft han 


open on his breast, his right arm extended 
and a revolver lying two feet from his hand. 
Four bullet holes were seen tn his vest, three 
near the center of the body at the waist line 
and one onthe left side. The Sergeant sent

A REMARKABLE STORY.

the body last night, and leave some flowers, 
and while there, they said: 
en e did not kill himself. The woman did 
is.’ 

This remark caused Mr. Bensiek to questioh 
them and they asked Mr. Bensiex if he 
thought an invalid would have strength to 
shoot himself four times in the body. 
Not long after these ladies had gone John A. 
Casserly, city agent forthe 8t. Louis Mantel 
& Grate Co., called and after looking at the 
dead body of his former fellow workman said 
he did not think Charles killed himself. 

Mrs. De Gearsis atthe Mullanphy Hospital 
and rapidly recovering fromthe wound. An 
operation wasto be performed this morning 
and the bullet removed. 

MRS. DE GEARS SEEN. 

Mrs. De Gears was seen at the hospital 
by a Post-DIsPATCH reporter and asked about 
the remarkable story told by the two women 
atthe inquest. She said: 

**The story is untrue. There was no one 
in the room but my husband and myself. 
He fired two shots at me, 
one of struck me, and I 
ran out of the room. As I 
did so he firec another shot which I thought 
was also intended for me, Dut it may have 
have been one of the shots that struck him. 
There is notruthin the story you repeat to 
me now. 

The identity of the women who tell the re- 
markable story denied by Mrs. De Gears is 
not known tothe police. Their story is dis 
credited by the fact that no woman would 
voluntarily disfigure herself by a shot in the 
face, even to disarm suspicion, when such 
disfigurement could have been avoided and 
the same results reached.

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THEY WANT $55 MORE PER LAMP FOR 


LIGHTING THE STREETS. 


If They Are Not Paid It They Threaten to 


Forfeit Their Contract—Claim to Be 


Losing Money—The City Can Take 
Charge of the Plant-—Views of the 
Officials. 


The expected bluff of the Municpal Electric 
Light & Power Co. was made last evening in 
the Council when Councitiman Arn- 
stein offered, by 'request, a Dill 
$130 for each lamp. 
has been expected on the part of the com- 


pany after the announcement by their new 


President during his  iate visit to 
the city. Their plan of cam- 
paign. as outlined by him, was 


to forfeit their contract, pay $50,000 penalty 
and start 


get the chance. They have not followed out 
the plan of forfeiture, preferring, it seems, 


to work their bluff on the city first, and if 


that fails then to forfeit their contract. 
The action of the company places the city 


fathers in an interesting predicament. 
Mayor Noonan is not in favor of 
the city’s owning its electric 
light plant, and is opposed to buying 


the Municipal’s outfit. His views are coin- 
cided with by a number of the city officials. 

To accede tothe requestof the company 
made in the Dill presented to the 
Assembly last evening would involve 
an additional outlay to the city of nearly 
$2,000,000 before the expiration of the con- 
tract, and the increase of lights which will 
probably follow will run the amount even 
over that figure. 

THE CITY’S UNPLEASANT POSITION. 

The real difficulty of the city’s 
position ifles inthe fact that the Munci- 
ipal company have repeatediy and almost, 
one might say, with malice aforethought, 
violated their contract. The company up 
to date has failed to put up 
244 lamps ordered by superintendent 
of Lighting A.J. O’Reilley and as the neglect 
has continued for over thirty days the con- 
tract is Mable to forfeiture. 

The new officers of the company have been 
under the impression that they had the best 
of the city under any and all circumstances. 
They had two reasons for thinking 60. 
the first place they could easily afford to for- 
feit their contracts under the penalty of 
$50,000 and then, owing to the size of their 
plant, underbid any competitors who would 
bid against them for the city lighting and yet 
get a good deal more than the $74.95 they are 
now receiving. 

There is a' way, however, in which the city 
could prevent their taking advantage of them 
in this manner. Article P of the contract 
says. 

A WAY OUT OF IT. 

It is hereby agreed by and between the parties to 
this contract, that if there be prebable cause for 
supposing that this contract is not being carried out 


in good. faith the Board of Public Im- 
provements shall set a day whereon the 
contractor shall be eard, and give said 


contractor written notice thereof at least five days 
before the day named for said hearing. 

And it is further agreed that ifafter said hearing, 
or in default of appearance on the rt 
of the party of the first part, the Board of 
Public Improvements shall be of the opinion that the 
said party ofthe fret partis wilfully violating any 
of the conditions or covenants of this contract, or 


executing this contract in bad faith, the said 
Board of Public Improvements shall no- 
tify the contractor to that effect; and 
if said contractor shall not within ten days there- 
after, take such measures as will, in the judyment 
of the Board of Public Improvements. insure the 
satisfactory compliance with the terms, con- 
ditions and covenants of this contract and 
specifications, the said board may roceed 


as hereinafter provided to annu! and cance! this con- 
tract, or may thenby and with the consent of the 
Mayor of the City of St. Louis, notify the aforesaid 
contractor to discontinue all lighting and furnishin 
of electricity under this contract: an 
it is hereb expressly agreed that said 
contractor shall immediately respect said notice and 
sfop work and promptly relinquish tothe Board of 
Public Improvements, all materials, plant and prop- 
erty secured for the execution of this contract with- 
out hindrance or delay. 

And the said party of the first part further agrees 
that the Board of Pubiic Improvements shall ibere- 
after have power to employ suchand so many per- 
sons and obtain by purchase such materials 
as said board may deem advisable 
to work at and be used to continue the 
electric lighting as herein described, and to charge 
the expense of said labor and materials to the con- 
tractor and the expense so charged shall be deducted 


from such moneys as may be due, or mav at 
any time become due to said contractor 
under and by virtue of this agreement. 


Itis further agreed by and between the parties to 
this contractthat incase such expenseis iess than 


the sum which would have been psyable under 
this contract, if the same had been completed by 
the party of the first part then the said 
party of the first part shali be _ entitled 


to receive the difference: and in case such expense 
is greater, the party of the first part shall pay the 
amoune of such excess to the party of the second 
part. 

This virtually empowers the city to take 
charge of the works and run them, deducting 
the expenses from the money due the com- 
pany on the contract. 

THE COMPANY’S CLAIMS. 

The company’s repeated assertions that 
they are losing money by their contract with 
the city and that to erect any more lights 
would involve a still greater loss, tégether 
with thelr evident determination to forfeit 
their contract, makes it appear as though 
this were the only course open 
for the _ city. city officials are 
greatly opposed to this course, and neither 
wanttorunthe works or buy them, as they 
claim it willcost thecity a good deal more 


than they are getting the work done 
for at present. Superintendent of Elec- 
tric Lighting A. J. O'Reilly in speak- 
in the matter this morning

said that although the company was behind 
hand In the matter of erecting lamps and in 
neglecting to keep lamps burning, he 
did not think that the matter 
had as yet gone far enough to warrant a 
forfeiture. There were sufficient grounds for 
the Municipal Assembly to take possession of 
the works, and that the policy of this course 
of action was being deliberated upon, but as 
yetevery one is reluctant to take the first 
move.

Counciiman Arnstein, who introduced the

The fact 
that compantes in other cities yet more 
money is Offset by the term of thelr con- 
tracts, which only run for one year.

AGAINST BOODLEISM, 


Prominent San Franciscans Begin a Cru- 
sade Against Corruption. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 6.—An enthusi- 
thusiastic meeting of over 8,000 people was 
held last night to take action in matters con- 
nected with the late Grand-jury, which was 
decided illegal by the Supreme Uourt. Many 
of the most prominent and best-known men 
in the city were present. Ex-Harbor Com- 
missioner A. C. Paulsell called the meeting to 
order, and James D. Phelan was elected 
Chairman. Speeches were made by Rev. 
Horatio Stebbins, Barclay Henley, Rev. T. 
Easton, A. C, Paulsell and George Lezysnski. 
Resolutions were adopted stating that 
whereas the Grand-jury had shown that 
official venality of the most depraved 
type existed in ,the city and State 
Governments; that all positions from 
United . States Senator down were sold 
and that Legislators brazenly bartered their 
votes, the people of the city thanked the late 
Grand-jury and Judge Wallace for their 
action in trying to put an end to this, and de- 
nounced the interference of the Southern 
Pacific Raillway.Co. in politics as the first 
cause of the vile corruption that exists. The 
chairman was unanimously authorized to ap- 
point a committee of-seven to designate 
thirty citizens as an executive committee for 
the organization of citizens who should labor 
to free the city and State from boodleism, 
and see that the work ofthe Grand-jury was 
not lost. Another resolution requested the 
Superior Judges to re-elect Judge Wallace 
presiding judge for the ensuing term and ap- 
pointa committee to meet to-morrow and 
present the resolutions to the judges.

The Big Eastern Tracks Must Fill Cald- 
well’s Place,

TRAINER JIMMY ROWE WILL PROBABLY 
SUCCEED THE OLD MAN. 


Limited Field From Which to Pick—Ths 
Western Pool EKooms Swindled by 
Sharpers — Modest Jim Corbett Still 

* Unable to Finda Pugilist of His Phe- 
nomenal Ability—Sporting News. 


James G. Sheridan, who ranks as the best 
startér in the business out West, has been 
mentioned asthe possible successor of Cald- 
well on the Board of Control tracks, 
now that the latter has decided to stick 
to the Guttenburg course, notwithstanding 
the fact that it will prevent him from offictat- 
ing at any of the big tracks the com- 
ing summer, Sheridan tis in the 
East at present and when asked 
in New York the other day what his answer 
would be, should the board of control decide 
to secure him to replace Caidwell, he said 
that it could not be, as he was under contract 
to do the starting on several western courses 
for as much time as he cared to devote tothe 
business. This narrows the question of 
Caldwell’s succeséor down to three men, 
namely, J. B. Ferguson, Jack Chinn 
and Jimmy Rowe, thetrainer. According to 
last reports the last named is the man. 
Rowe trained for the Dwyer brothers for sev- 
eral years. Afterward he handled the horses 
of the late August Belmont with much suc- 
cess. Hehas done startingat different pe- 
riods, but bas never been known as starter 
for any length of timeatastretch. What 
Starting he has done, however, has 
been generally satisfactory? While Caldwell 
is a great starter he has had many draw- 
backs. He isan extremely overbearing man 
and lets his temper and prejudices get the 
better of his judgment. He usually gets the 
horses off to a good start In big stakes, but 
is frequently indifferent in minorevents. He 
is particularly apt to lose his temper and let 
the horses gotoany kind of a start. Rowe, 
with practice, may turn outa more valuable 
man. In the West turfmen  gen- 
erally think Sheridan the best man 
in the business, Caldwell not 
excepted.. They hold that Sheridan has a 
much better disposition than Caldwell and 
never allows his tempertosway him, There 
is nothing which can be urged against Sherl- 
Gan. Charges of dishonesty have been pri- 
vately if not openly made against nearly 
every man who has ever bandled a fiag, but 
Sheridan has been singularly free from such 
imputations. Horsemen asa rule have the 
most implicit faith in his honesty. They say 
he has no favorites, and one owner’s horse 
has &s good a chance with him as anothber’s. 
There are starters who are accused of giving 
the horses of certain owners the best of it 
straight along. Sheridan officiates as starter 
at Nashville, (Chicago) 
and Latonia. 

WHOLESALE SWINDLE OF POOL ROOMS. 

The pool rooms and bookmakers all over 
the West were taken in yesterday for some- 
thing like $20,000 or $30,00 by fraudulent re- 
ports on the Guttenburg races. Estimates 
place the amounts as high as $150,000, and 
even $500,000, but $20,000 is probably more like 
the correct figures. The work was done 
by a combination and was evidently planned 
beforehand. Just how the report 
was placed on the wires has not 
been learned, but the fact remains that the 
wrong winners were sent outin three races, 
and were backed heavily by those who were 
posted and knew the trick was to be played. 
Congress in the first race, Rosn S. In the sec- 
ond, Mabellainthe third, Woodcutter inthe 
fourth were the horses the sharpers played, 
but in the last named racethe correct win- 
ners were sent out and the schemers failed 
on it. The trick appears to huve been worked 
by a Chicago crowd, the men being strangers 
in the city where they did the betting. Some 
of them were caught, and all appear to have 
hailed from Chicago, being old habit- 
ues of Garfield Park. Some of the 
money lost by the rooms was 
recovered. The pool-selicers, however, will 
be put tothe additional loss of paying out 
money to the holders of tickets on the correct 
winners where such holders have not de- 
stroyed their tickets. No doubt, however, 
many ofthe tickets have been already de- 
stroyed. In some cities the crowd played 
only the first two races, not touching the 
third, andinothers o the first and third 
races, not betting in thé second. Nearly all 
of them also put up something onthe fourth 
race and lost the money so Det as the correct 
winner was received in that race. 
Atthe Western Union office tn New York, 
where the racing business is handled, the 
managers don’t know how the work was 
done, as the construction of the system over

The winners, two strangers, got their 
money and left and have not been found. . 

Schwartz & Kingsley, the bookmakers at 
Oakland, across from San Francisco, took 
about $1,500 in bets on the false winners, but 
refused to pay untilthe reports first sevt in 
were confirmed, so that the sharks lost dll 
they putup. They stood to win $4,000. Paddy 
Ryan, the ex-pugilist, and a companion, who 
wasa stranger, made the bets and the former 
was very indignant when the rooms would 
not pay immediately after the first announce- 
ment.
